In the field of education, more 
than $16,000,000 has been allocat¬ 
ed—making it possible for more 
and more skilled hands to be 
trained. At the same time, pa- 
tient-carq bills amounting to 
$148,000,000 have been defrayed.” 

Pointing to the vast cost en¬ 
tailed in this overall fight against 
polio. Mr. Jones warned that the 
National Foundation's work 
would be jeapordized unless ev¬ 
ery American joins enthusiastic¬ 
ally in the March of Dimes.

W ASH INGTON, Jan. 2—Vic¬ 
torious Republicans today chose 
Senator Taft of Ohio to be their 
Senate floor leader for the 83d 
Congress, which will convene to¬ 
morrow. 

That will give to the man who 
was General Dwight D. Eisen¬ 
hower’s No. 1 opponent for the 
presidential nomination the re¬ 
sponsibility for piloting Eisen¬ 
hower’s legislative program in the 
Senate. 

Without a hitch, Democrats 
and Republicans in both tlje 
House and Senate went through 
the routine of naming other lead¬ 
ers: In the House Representative 
Joseph W. Martin, Jr., of Massa¬ 
chusetts will become speaker. 
Representative Charles Halleck of 
Indiana will be party floor lead¬ 
er. Two Texans, Senatar John¬ 
son and Representative Rayburn, 
will lead the Democratic opposi¬ 
tion in the Senate and House. 
Senator Clements of Kentucky 
was chosen Democratic whip or 
assistant Democratic leader. 

The attack of harmony that 
has engulfed the victorious Re¬ 
publicans in Congress spilled over 
and had the defeated Democrats 
chanting of sweetness and light. 

It came as no surprise when 
right and left wings merged at 
the Republican Senate caucus to 
make Taft the majority floor 
leader. But it was a shock to 
many to learn that New Dealers 
and near-Dixiecrats raised their 
voices at the Democratic Senate 
caucus to praise each other. 

For all their weakness in the 
Democratic ranks, the Northern 
New Dealers had been expected 
to present a candidate against 
Johnson for the post for minor¬ 
ity leader, and against Clements 
for the job of whip, or assistant 
Democratic leader. 

Instead, both Johnson and 
Clements were elected by ac¬ 
clamation. 


Prices shot to a seasonal high 
average of $53.22 on Kentucky 
burley markets Monday as auc¬ 
tions were resumed after the 
holiday recess. 

The average for the last auc¬ 
tion day before Christmas was 
$51.55. Average for the pre- 
Christmas seasonal sales was 
$51.81. 

At the end of the first day of 
post-holiday auctions the Federal 
State Market News Service said 
grade averages were mostly 
steady to slightly higher as com¬ 
pared with the last scale before 
the holidays. Most increases were 
$1 to $2 a hundred and centered 
on leaf and tip grades. A few 
small losses were reported, mostly 
for nondescript and low-quality 
offerings. 

A slight increase was shown in 
the grades offered. The propor¬ 
tion of nondescript was smaller. 
Principal sales consisted of good 
leaf and flyings, low and fair 
tips, and lugs and nondescript. 

On Tuesday burley averages in 
Kentucky dropped back to $53.63, 
and on Wednesday slid down to 
$52.09. but still ahead of -pre- 
Christmas averages. 

Federal-State Market News 
Service said prices Wednesday 
were fairly steady for most grades 
yesterday with a slightly weaker 
trend in leaf and tips. Declines 
in those grades were mostly a 
dollar a hundredweight, while a 
few grades showed similar gains. 

The offerings contained larger 
proportions of low quality and 
nondescript, the news service 
said. 

Price averages on nearby mar¬ 
kets Wednesday w r ere—Mt. Ster¬ 
ling $53.79, Maysville $54.09, Win¬ 
chester $56.86 and Lexington 
$55.34.

Adkins was arrested and was 
brought to West Liberty jail, and 
charged with drunkenness, ar¬ 
son, and a peace warrant was 
served on him.
